Mr. A. V, Alexander said that the 
British delegates clearly understood 
that the attitude of the Powers 
unwilling to agree to the complete 
abolition of submarines was based on 
their views as to their value for 
purely defensive purposes, although 
the British thought that those 
views were mistaken. © During the 
late war Great Britain’s endeavour 
to use the submarine for coast de- 
fence was largely a fallure, ard did 
not prevent the shelling of a number 
of town and ports with heavy loss of 
life and much material damage. 

The submarine could not act 
efficiently: against a sudden raid 
under cover of darkness or bombard- 
ment at dusk by a vessel approach- 
ing at high speed. On the surface, 
submarines were no more. than 


‘torpedo boats of slow speed. Sub- 


merged, they were either blind or 
of very limited vision. . 


On the other hand, the War: 


showed that the submarine was cap- 
able of and was used largely in 
offensive operations for recon- 


najgsance and actual attack in nar-, 


row seas and harbours. Its reten- 
tion would always constitute the 
danger that an unscrupulous enemy 
might use the submarine for 
methods of attack which civilised 
nations regarded with horror. 

It. might: be ‘said that the pro- 
posal was of special benefit to 


Britain, but in the late war sub-| 


marines deatroyed over 2,000,000 
tons of shipping of other belligerents 
and 1,500,000 tons of neutral. ship- 
ping.

A Necessary Weapon 

M. Leygues, French Minister of 
Marine, contended that the sub- 
marine was a defensive weapon 
which all the Naval Powers could 
not do without, and that its use 
could be and should be regulated 
like that of any other warship. 
France could not accept its aboll- 
tion, but was ready to concur in 
an international agreement re- 
gulating its use, 

Signor Grandi (Italy) described 
the submarine as the weapon of 
a less-armed nation against one 
more’ powerfully armed. Italy 
was ready to renew the undertak- 
ing restricting the use . of sub- 
marines against merchant ships 
and would not. object to their 
abolition if all the Naval Powers 
agreed, « 

“Ruthless Weapon” 

Admiral Takoradi (Japan) ex-

‘pressed the view that the sub- 


marine had legitimate uses as a 
weapon of defence and as a scout, 
and was not to be condemned as 
a ruthless weapon in contradia- 
tinction to surface craft. Japan 
regarded it as a convenient arm 
for her national defence; but one 
whose ‘uses should be strictly cir- 
cumscribed by law, 

Mr. Fenton (Australia), Mr.

HIGH- HANDED METHOD OF 
CHINESE AUTHORITIES 


THE TONG ON SCANDAL 


The curtain: hyd’ rung down on 
the -regrettable affair which had 
come to be known as the “Tong On 
Scandal,’ and on which questions 
were asked in Parliament at Home. 

‘The Tong On is a steam Jaunch 
registered in Hong Kong Kong and 
flies the British flag. Her owner, 
Mr. H. T. Hudk, is a large ahip 
owner and dirgcts his operations 
from his offices in the Colony. The 
Tong On was seized by'the Wuchow 
Military authoritios on December 
27 aubsequent to a collision with a 
commandeered launch. 

“Detained But Not Seized’ 

' Two Britlah sloops’ stationed at 
Wuchow intervened, and although 
they succeeded. in preventing the 
Tong On from being seized, she 
was novertheless detained. Her 
coxswain were taken 
into custody, and they were 
brought before a Military tribunal. 
At the so-called trial, these unfor- 
tunate men were not given the op- 
portunity to state their case. The 
Court decree that the Tong On 
was to be blamed for the colll- 
sion and demanded compensation 
as follows: $2,000 for the salvage; 
$4,000 for repairs and $1,000 for 
the loss of gears. , 

Mr, Hung refused ‘to comply 
with the’ demands and although he 
did not seek~the: pasiatance ofthe 
British Conaul, for fear of bring- 
ing about International ‘compiicu- 
tions, he sent an envoy there to 
effect an amicable settlement with 
the owner of the commandeered 


launch. 
The Terms of Settlement 
This morning Mr. Hung inform- 


ed a China. Mail representative | - 


that the Tong On had returned 
to the Colony under a guaran- 
tee. The terms of settlement 
arranged were both unreasonable 
and ridiculous, The Tong On was 
released on the condition that Mr. 
|Hung is to pay $4,000 for the 
salvage and repairs of the com- 
mandeered launch and also to sup- 
ply gratis eleven’ tons of coal to 
the Military Authorities at Wuchow,

The Tong Qn/is now laid up in 
Hong Kong, and her owner has 
not decided whether or not to put 
her back on the Wuchow run.

Evidence was yesterday taken by Mr. 
A. W. G. H. Grantham, at the Central 
Magistracy, in the case in which two ” 
Chinese are charged with acting as 
pirate agents in negotiations for the re- 
Iénxe for ransom of a Chinese engineer 
named Hsu Hau-yuk, otherwise known _ 
as H. Y, Hau, of Shanghai, who was 
captured by pirates when they carried: 
lout a coup on board the Japaneso s.5, 
Deli Maru on September 22 Jast. 

The story of how the accused came: 
into Pollce hands has already been re~ 
lated in the China Matl. One of: the 
men was seized at the railway station: 
as he was about to board the train for: 
Canton after $11,000 had been received « 
from a mediator from Shanghai who 
had negotiated with them at the Em- 
press Hotel on behalf of Hsu's relatives 
and employers, a foreign firm of. con- 
tractors in the Northern Secttlemont. 
The Police also raided 22 Reclamation 
Street, Yaumat!, described as a pirate 
haunt. It resulted in $6,000 being re- ~ 
covered. The other man was captured 
in Room 35 at the Sai Kai boarding 
house in town, 


Originally the ‘two accused were 
charged with consulting and. corres- 
ponding with ,«rates, and subsequently 
two other charges were added alleging 
that they had threatencd injury to the 
captive if ransom were not paid; and 
that they had obtained $11,000 from 
persons who were negotiating on be- 
half of the captive.

CUSTOMS DECISIPN 


China’s Heavy Loan 
Obligations 


Nanking, Jan, 15. 

Following a meeting this morn- 
ing, the Government, has instructed 
the Inspector General of Customs to 
collect import duties on a gold basis 
ag fvom February t. 

Commentigy on this decision, the 
Finance Misister stated -that the 
netion was necessary otherwise 
China would-be unable to satisfy 
the foreign loan obligations secured 
on the Customs. ; 

He pointed out that China pays 
nine millions sterling every year, 
which-at the present silver levels 
would mean this year an excess in 
tnels of sixty per cent compared 
with 1925, and twenty per cent. 
compared with Inst year. 

Position Explained 

‘The Finance Minister has issued 
n statement explaining that in con- 
verting specific rates to a gold basis 
the avernge rate of exchange for 
the last three months of 1929 will 
be used from February 1 to March 
15, On and after March 16, the 
change for January, 1929, will be 
used. 

On and after, February 1, the Hal- 
kwan tacl will be discontinued as a 
unit of calculation of duties on im- 
ports from abroad. Instead a new 
gold unit will used. This unit will 
be equal to 60.1866 centigrams of 
pure gold and will therefore be 
equivalent to forty gold dollar 
cents, or 19,7265 pence, or, .8025 
gold yen. ; ; 

From February 1 to March 15, in- 
clusive, the specific duties on im- 
ports from abroad, now expressed in 
Haikwan taels, will be convert. 
ed ‘into the new unit.on a basis of 
one Hatkwan tae! equals 1,50 of the 
new unit, and beginning with March 
16 on a basis of one Haikwan tael 
equals 1.76 of the new unit. a 

As heretofore, dollars, taela and 
other currencies will be received in 
payment of duties, and the rates at 
which such currencies will be ac- 
cepted will be announced from time 
totime, At least three days notice 
will be given in the event of any 
change of rates.

THE HISTORY OF - 
‘PHILOSOPHY 


A DOCTRINE “ON TRIAL:” 
TRUTH ABOUT MYSTICISM 


PERPETUAL DAMAGER 

Further consideration to the lIes- 
sons to be learned from n study of 
the history of Philosophy was given 
recently by Dr. J. A. Smith, 
Waynilele, Professor of Moral and 
Metaphysical Philosophy at Oxford 
University, in the course of his 
fourth Gifford lecture at Glasgow 
University, The first lesson, Pro- 
fessor Smith said,'was .that the

Mysticism was a perpctunl dan- 
ger to a sane and sober philosophy, 
an unwise and futile form of Mon- 
ism. To protect itself. and make 
progress, Monism, without com- 
promising its claim to sovereignty, 
must ally itself with Pluratism. 
This it did by developing and 
establishing the notion or supposi- 
tion was that its domain was a 
Universe of Universes in that it 
differed from the worlds of Art, 
Science, and History, and the world 
of “experience” generally. The 
words “universe” and “universal” 
had special meanings in the vocabu- 
lary of philosophy, and there had 


their greateat precision and fullness | 


of meaning had the maximum of 
unity, particularly, and wholeness. 
The second lesson from the his- 
tory of Philosophy was that whatso- 
ever was wisely or rightly suppos- 
ed, or supposed to be, was a whole- 
of-parts, of parts wholly subordinat- 
ed to its. all-pervasive and over: 
ruling unity and holding their be- 
ing in virtue of their participation 
in the whole of which they were 
parts, Such a- part was_ itself 
“universal” or a universe. The 
two lessons or doctrines were to be 
distinguished but combined and ‘held 
together. To do so was hard, and 
success in it was imperfect or in- 
complete, But that way wisdom 
lay. Further anc arduous clabora- 
tion of the conjoint notion wag re- 
quired, . : 
A Doctrine for the Futt re 
’ The lecturer next turned to fore- 
cast a third step in the progress of 
philosophising, which was perhaps 
still too doubtful and disputable to 
be presented as a lesson from the 
past. Still, he said it was a doctrine 
for; the future which was engaging 
to view from behind the record and 
was already professed by many. 
That might be called the supposi- 
tion or doctrine of Concrete In. 
dividuality. That was the doctrine 
that the Universe in and ‘for Philo- 
sophy wasa single concrete in- 
dividual whole, whose parts ‘were 
genuine concrete individuals, such 
that in each the essential nature of 
the whole was present and operative 
at once totally and in a unique way. 
That notion was admittedly difficult 
and not yet a finished product of 
thought, yet it was not wholly un- 
famiHar and..certainly not | merely 
fanciful or arbitrary. As a doctrine 
{t was markedly hypothetical or 
speculative; it was still on trial and 
Ita incorporation in Philosophy in- 
complete. Here it’ was recommend- 
ed as promising. To entertain it 
was to take a side; or at least a 
part, in a debate on the moat live 
issue in modern Philosophy. Here 
the antagonist was. what might be 
called in general “Monadism"—a 
form of Philosophy specially zeal- 
ous and jealous for the Independence 
of the Individual against the uni- 
versal. The lecturer ended with 
pointing to forms of the controversy 
outside the arena of. professional 
Philosophy.

COPTIC CHURCH 


Patriarch’s Visit to 
_Abyssinia 

i, ” 

For the first time for several 
hundred years a Coptic Patriarch 
of Egypt’ visited . Abyssinia. 
His Beatitude Amba Yoannes left 
Port Said for Djibouti, en 
route for Addis Ababa, In- 
cidentally, his visit to Port Said 
was the first paid’ by a Coptic 
Patriarch since his then predeces-+ 
sor obcyed the commands: of the 
Khedive Ismail to attend the in- 
augural ceremony of the Suez Canal 
in 1869. 

Amba Yoannes, who was ‘accom- 
panied by a large suite of 
Bishops and Archimandrites, was 
visiting Abyssinia at the invitation 
of King Taffari and Queen Zandi- 
ton, and his voyage had been ar- 
ranged to enable him to reach 
Addis Ababa on the eve of the 
Coptic Christmas, which 
fourteen days after the Christmas 
of, the Western Churches, This 
was the first time on record that 
a Coptic . Patriarch of Egypt, to 
whom the Abyssinian Church is 
tribute, celebrated Mass on Christ- 
was Day ‘in’ the Abyssinian 
capital, and his presence was expect- 
ed to neutralise the efforts which 
haye ‘been made to,.wean the 
Abyasinian Church from its Mother 
Church and attach it to one of the 
other Eastern Churches. 

The Patriarch’s visit to Abyssinia 
was. made with the cordial ap- 
proval of King Fuad, who attaches 
great importance to the continua- 
tion of the close religious ties which 
since tima immemorial have united 
Abyssinia and Egypt. During his 
stay His Beatitude consecrated an- 
other Abyssinian Bishop. 

‘Amba Yoannes proposed, also, to 
seize the opportunity to try to 
settle with King Taffari the vexed 
question of Deir El Sultan, which 
for years now has considerably 
Irritated -the two communities. 
Deir El Sultan is p. monastery In 
Jerusalem, adjacenc to the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre, to which it 
has access by a special door. It 
contains a Httle church with ‘twenty 
cells, ninteen of which are inhabited 
by Abyssinian monks. The dispute 
has been in regard to the right to 
use these cells and the ownership 
of the monastery ftsulf. The ques- 
tion has hitherto threatened to 
strain the relations between the 
Mother and the Daughter Churches 
of the Copta.

American Viewpoint 

Mr. Stimson sald that years of 
reflection had crystallised all over 
the world Into a conviction that 
the inhumane use of submarines 
should’ ceaséd. - Thea time had 
come to @eal‘frankly with the 
question, The. argument that the 
submarine, was a purely defensive 
weapon was dificult to reconcile 
with the offensive use made of 
this weapon at great distances 
from home ‘porta. The argument 
as to Its cheapness was discount- 
ed by the ‘fact ‘that, ton for ton, 
it was three or four times more 
costly than the largest warships. 

He said that for this confer- 
ence to sangjlon a weapon whose 
abuses were directly responsible 
for bringing the western’ world 
into’ the greatest , European war 
in history, would be a traveaty of 
the purposes for which it had 

met, : 

Japanese Statement 

Admiral Takarabe (Japan) em- 
phaaised the need of Japan, with 
widely scattered islands, for a 
comparatively inexpensive defence 
weapon, like the submarine, but 
Japan would heartily support the 
proposal to outlaw the “illegitim- 
ate use of a legitimate and de- 
fensive agency fn war.” 

. France's Opinion 

Admiral Leygues (France) at 
some length argued that the sub- 
marine was a warship, like any 
other, and asked whether it must 
disappear because it disturbed 
the habits and traditions of sur- 
face ships, 

The French Government was 
‘of opinion that unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare against trade 
should be outlawed, but the right 
of visit, aéarch and  aeizure 
should be exercised similarly to 
surface ships. France was ready 
to pledge hersolf by- treaty, rely- 
ing confidently on the discipline 
of her sailors, He concluded that 
France cannot accept abolition, 
but is ready to.concur in an in- 
ternational agreement regulating 
the use of the submarine, there- 
fore he moved that “a committee 
shalt be appointed to prepare an 
agreement forbidding submarines 
to act towards merchant ahips 
otherwise than in strict conform-. 
itywith~-the” rules; ~ preaont and 
future, to be obsérved by surface 
ships.”

clearly understood that their at- 
titude in regard to this matter was 
based on their views as to the 
value of the submarine for purcly 
defensive purposes, though, quite 
frankly, the British felt these views 
to be mistaken. 


Not Defensive Weapon 


Regarding the failure of sub- 
marines for defensive purposes, he 
said that In dealing with coast de- 
fence, what had to be guarded 
against as a rule was a sudden raid, 
probably under cover of darkness, 
or a bombarment at dusk or dawn 
by a vessel approaching at high 
speed. “We are convinced that 
these are not conditions under 
which submarines can act efficient- 
ly. On the surface they. are no 
more than torpedo-boats of slow 
speed—submerged, they are either 
blind or. of very limited vision. 
Our view, therefore, is that the sub- 
marine is comparatively Ineffectual 
in relation to what it costs both 
to build and maintain.” 

Both for reconnaissance and 
actual attack in narrow seas and 
harbours, the submarine was 
effectively used In offensive action. 
No doubt other Powers could fur- 
ther demonstrate this argument. 
The increasing torpedo and gun 
armament of the submarine and its 
special capacity for long endurance, 
constitute ability for offensive 
action of no mean omer, <A re- 
tention of these vessels would con- 
atitute a danger that thelr employ- 
ment in the - hands’ of an un- 
acrupulous ‘enemy would lead . to 
methods of attack which civilised 
nations regard with horror. 


Not for Britain Alone 


It might. be said that the pro- 
posal ' was of special benefit to 
Britain, as she was most vulner- 
able, and that she sought to safe- 
guard herself from a danger that 
wag far greater for her than for 
any other Power. But the other 
Powers here represented alao ex- 
perienced heavy losses, totalling 
over two million tons; and in ad- 
dition the losses of neutral shipping 
in the last war exceeded one and 
half ‘million tons. 

Mr. Alexander reminded the de- 
legates they were there to confer 
in order to get an agreement which 
would mean a real_ reduction In 
armaments and to demonstrate 
thelr faith in the League Coven- 
ant and the Pact of Paris, Such 
‘a reduction would not only advance 
the cause of peace, but relieve 
economic burdens. 


A Possible Temptation | 


Mr. Stimson ‘said | that the exis- 
tence of submarines imposed’ on all 
navies higher levels in anti-sub- 
marine craft, such- as destroyers 
and light cruisers. These, how- 
aver, were after all secondary 
considerations, since there was an 
insistent and growing demand 
among the nations that armaments 
be revised in the light of the’ 
solemn covenants of the Briand- 
Kellogg pact: It seemed. clear 
that in any future war, those em- 
ploying submarines would be un- 
der a strong, and perhaps irresist- 
ible, temptation to use them in 
any way most effective for im- 
mediate purposes, regardless of 
consequences, 

The American delegation there- 
fore , urged, not on  emotfonal 
groundi, but 2s a practical com- 
mon-sense measure, that a careful 
study be given to the possibility 
of henceforth abolishing sub- 
marines.—British Wireless Ser-. 
vice.

HERE are fashlons In*books and 
vogues in reading, and it is 
worth while mapping down some of 
them on the literary year that’s 
nwa’, It brought forth more than 
nine thousand new volumes of 
“nll agrts and conditions,” and that 
is-a gland army to inspect, 

The “boom” in ‘war novels, 
especially stories by Germans, was 
long and ‘almost violent. like Arma- 
geddon itself, Now it has. more 
or less died away, but the absolute 
“best seller’ of 1929 was, of course, 
“All Quiet on the Western Front.” 
Next to It, no doubt, in popularity 
stands Dr. Warwick Deeping's 
“Roper’s Roy,” ",and then Mr. J. B. 
Pricatley's'Good’ Companions,” 

When a British novel sells by 
the thousand, it means that the 
massed reader hag come in, and 
therefore that the human touch 
which knits us all is present. 
Warwick Deeping has an under- 
standing, sympathetic quality which 
says to a reader, “Lot us have a 
heart-to-heart story-talk, as between 
friends. It wit do us both good.” 
That is a gift in the line of Dickens, 
and in Mr.- Priestley's “Good Com- 

panions” there is another natural 
and national element bound to take 
the average Briton. Ono might 
describe the book as robust 
Uterary roastbee? and Yorkshire 
pudding, done with something of 
the flavour of Borrow and Cobbett. 

Poetry Js never dead, though it 
has ups and downs, «for the Poet 
Laureate’s “Testament of.

“WHERE IS ENGLAND GOING?” 


One diy a few months ago I 
opened a newspaper and, my eye 
was caught by a headline “Eng- 
land's Eduentional Effort.” Below, 
in words of lyrical enthusiagm, an 
article painted the glories of our 
educational system, how more chil- 
dren learn than ever before, more 
teachers teach them than ever be- 
fore; it all costs more than ever 
before, “and so," it concluded, “the 
poorest child of to-day is ‘educated’ 
in a sense that few well-to-do 
‘people were a hundred years ago.” 
The article was stiff gwith ree 
ferenees and statistics; it seemed 
irrefutable. 

Glowing with patriotic pride, 1 
turned the next page Here once 
more my eye fell on a headline— 
“Where is England Going?” 

Below this was a letter, aa fully 
armed with references and statis- 
ties us the article, but in a different 
strain, Not only were there fewer 
good books and pictures, songs, 
,fermons than’ ever before in \ 
the history of this  country,; 
so. it) oran, but in. their 
stead we were flooded with films 
and novels and periodical literature 
tnd popular music, machine-made 
woods of a vulgarity and silliness 
never before paralleled in the his- 
tory of mankind. And the worst 
of it all was that these were not 
merely popular with a small and 
urban clique, but were the daily 
and desired food of the mass of 
people all over Englund, who were 
rapidly giving up all the old local 
arts und crafts which were such a 
delightful feature of. the past. 

Scmething Wrong With It 

Here was a paradox. The very 
People whose education had been 
so improved were those whose tasto 
and creative power had so declined. 
Wonderful as our educational 
system no doubt was, there must be 
something wrong with it. 

And, of course, there is. Our 
present educational policy is found- 
ed on a principle that is mistaken 
from start to finish. Misled by de- 
mocratic sentiment and‘that phrase 
so dear to the good-hearted and 
muddle-headed, equality of oppor 
tunity,” we have set before our- 
selvea an ideal of a community: all’ 
equally and highly educated, and in 
consequence have very siaturally 
concentrated our efforts on’ raising 
the standard of the poorest snd 
most ignorant. 

Now this ideal is a,dream and 
folly of expectation. The average 
working-class man or woman can 
never be highly educated. A high 
education is an immensely complex, 
lengthy and expensive affair, and 
they have neither the means nor 
the time, nor the environment 
necessary. Whether he leaves 
school at 13 or 16, an elementary 
‘school child is equally far from 
being educated in any respectable 
sense of the word. All our present 
system does is te give him a smat- 
‘tering. of superficial information, 
which-enables him to despise rural 
‘life and read the captions of the 
cinema and the less reputable Sun- 
day newspapers; to learn ‘how 

' people make love in Hollywood and 
murder each other ii every “part of 
the globe. °

Incidentally ‘he will confer much 
greater benefits on the country at 
large than by concentrating on the 
education of the average, The 
various branches of national ac. 
tivity are directed by 1 small group, 
of men, the experts on their sub- 
jects. It is they who set the 
standard; others are compelled to 
follow. A great medical geniug 
will discover new cures that can 
then be used by others to the 
general benefit oft mankind: an 
army of moderately intelligent 
venernl practitioners, will never 
discpver anything at all. Surely it 
Will be more useful .to give the 
genius a first-rate education than 
all the others a second-rate one, 

Reeling in Anarchy 


This emphasis on the exceptional, 
important in any age, is incompare 
ably important in our own, In the 
world of thought we have reached 
n period more critical than any 
since the introduction of Chris- 
tianity. The colossal discoveries 
made during the last hundred years 
in all branches of natural science, 
chemistry, physics, biology, paycho. 
logy, have revolutionised man's out- 
look on the universe. Nor has he 
yet assimilated all this mass of new 
information to the philosophic, re- 
gious, and the aesthetic cultura 
ho has inherited from the past; 
with the consequence that tho 
worlds of art, of thought, and of 
religion are reeling in a state of 
anarchy. 

.We must impose some order on 
this diverse world; combine the old 
and the new in some sort.of coher 
ent whole and it is imperative we 
do it soon. But to do so we shall 
need exceptional ability as owe 


never needed it before, 


What practical con¢lusion can wo 
draw from these reflections?. Wo 
have in Britain. a certain 
amount of money to spend on educa: 
tion. How shall we spend it? Not 
on any incrense of average educa. 
tion, As we have seen, the state 
of average education is not of first 
importance; besides, it would be 
impossible sufficiently to improve it 
na to justify the expense involved 
in doing so... ~ 
Scholarships and, Research 

On the other hand, we should do 
far more for the education of the 
exceptionally gifted. Every effort 
should be made to discover them, 
and an extended scheme of scholar: 
shipe should’ be introduced by 
which a child of remarkable ability 
was educated at school and univer: 
sity at the expense of the State, and 
this without the strain of constant: 
ly having to pass competitive 
examinations as at, present. The 
scale of such scholarships should 
be higher than it {s now. Three 
or four hundred pounds a year 
given to the best men between the 
ages of 18 and 24 would do far 
more for the spread of true learn: 
Ing and the advancement of  intel- 
lectual truth than millions spent In 
scattering insufficient . crumbs of 
French and sefence ‘before the un- 
willing eyes of children of 15. -

POLICEMEN ON BRIBERY 
CHARGE 


FUN IN THE COURT 

There were aome_- amusing pasa- 
ages in the case at Kowloon Magis- 
tracy yesterday, in which a Shan- 
tung sergeant and a constable aro 
charged with accepting bribes. 

The proceedings were commenced 
before Mr. T. S. Whyte-Smith, Mr, 
LR. Andrewes, Assistant Crown 
Solicitor, conducting ° the ense for 
the prosecution, and ‘Mr. J..' M. 
Remedios appearing for the defence. 


A further charge against the ser-|_ 


geant was that when on duty at 
Mongkok, on January 28, with in- 
structions to visit ten constables on 
duty and obtain their chops, he was 
found to be wrongfully in posses- 
sion of three chops of similar de- 
sign and pattern and number to 
those carried by three of the con- 
stables.’ 

On this charge, Mr. Andrewes 
stated that on the night of January 
28 A. S. P. Sparrow searched de- 
fendant as he was about to go on 
his beat,-and found the three chops 
in the man’s cap. Sergeant Car- 
ruthers was sent out, and brought 
the three constables back to- the 
Station. The constable: then pro- 
duced the genuine chops. It -was 
obvious, therefore, that the chops 
in defendant's possession . were 
forgeries, 

On the bribery charges, evidence 
would be given that both men had 
been accepting money from o man 
who ran an opium divan and who 
dealt in illicit. opium. The bribes 
were taken jn consideration of 
“protection” from police interfer- 
ence. 

Truth Unadorned 

Tsang Shing, who described him- 
self as a stonecutter, living at 94, 
Kremer Street, Taikoktsui, said he 
was fond of opium himself, and also 
ran a divan for the benefit of his 
men. He sold opium as well. 

Witness stated in a nonchalant 
manner ‘that the opium was illicit. 
He added that defendants had been 
collecting “squeeze” from him for 
some time. On one occasion it had

Spiritual Understanding 

Beenuse God is the infinite and 
all-inclusive Mind there resides in 
this Mind all perfection, wisdom, 
beauty, culture, prosperity, har- 
mony, abundance’ and joy.

_ Salvation. ‘ 


From what has been sald of God, 


and His universe it will be seen that

a process of awakening to spiritual 
facts, the gaining of spiritual 
vision. The prophet declared, 
“Where there is no vision, the peo- 
ple perish.” There are. many re- 
ferences in the Bible to this process 
of awakening. The Paalmist sang, 
“f shall be satisfied, 'when [ awake, 
with thy likeness; and Paul de- 
clared, “Awake thou that sleepest, 

and Christ shail give’ thee 
light.” + : 

In this process of spiritual awak- 
ening Christian Science gives us 
most helpful and fundamental aid 
by pointing out that heaven .and 
earth to the human consciousness 
seem” material while to spiritual 
consciousness their spiritual nature 
ia revealed. : 

Jesus taughc his discriples that 
the kingdom of heaven is at hand, 
but while having eyes they saw not; 
in other words, he declared that 
they were not yet conscious of the

Little children frequently grasp 
these spiritual truths more quick- 
ly than do adults.

If we dwell in the basic truth of 
the allnesa of God and Mis perfoct 
universe, persistently rejecting all 
suggestions to the contrary, . we 
shall receive the proof of the truth 
of this premise in overcoming dis- 
cordant'conditions whether they be 
called mental, moral, physical or 
financial, 

Ry maintaining a stand on the 
platform of a perfect God, perfect 
man, and a perfect universe and 
endeavouring to realize the truth 
about yourself and your neighbour, 
you will experience a new joy; you 
will maintain your own equilibrium 
and improve all conditions that gur- 
round you. In this activity all 
gorts of discords begin to disappear 
and among the first to go is one that 
is the source of much misery 
and unhappiness, that is, criticism, 
When the student: of Christian 
Science is confronted with the bes 
lief of evil, secking to express Itself 
through some fellow mortal, he does 
not condemn the individual but 
knows that the evil belief is not of 
Cod, that it is therefore unreal, and 
that the real man reflects only in- 
finite good. 

Picture to yourself 1 community; 
in which a majority of its members, 
constantly strive to know the truth 
about one another; this- would cer- 
tainly be a foretaste of. heaven. 
Let us, therefore, resolve with Paul, 
“fHlenceforth know we no man after 
the flesh,” ‘that is, from now on we 
shall not think of ‘man as a fleshy or 
material being, but shall endeavour 
to see him as God sees man, spiritu. 
ally perfect. This ‘practice is the 
fulfilling of the Scriptural com- 
mands to love your neighbour as 
yourself and to refrain from bear- 
ing false witness, . 

When-we realize that the most im- 
portant thing in life is to know the 
truth about ourselves and our neigh. 
bour and to refuse to declare 
or bea witness for aught that is 
evil or false, we not only shall bé 
working out our own salvation but 
we shall be doing our share toward 
redeeming the whole world, ‘ 


Redemption For All 

While we are discussing thia 
question of salvation let us consi: 
der who and how many are to be 
saved. Here lat me give you a com. 
forting thought concerning the 
loved ones who are apparently not 
atall interested in spiritual mat- 
ters and who seemingly are on the 
broad way to destruction, This 
comforting thought I speak of is 
embodied in the beautiful story of 
the prodigal son. You will remem- 
ber that he wasted his substance in 
riotous living and finally found 
himself feeding with the swine. 
Then, it is related that when he 
came to himself he ¢xclaimed, “T 
will arise and go to my father.” + 

This experience of. the prodigal 
son is but typical of all mortal ex- 
perience. All who know not the 
truth are prodigals and all must 
finally leave the hugks of , materi- 
ality and come back to the Father's 
house, the understanding of apirit- 
ual truth. : : 

In speaking of the complete salva- 
tion of all mankind the Scrip. 
tures declare that “they shall all 
know me, from the least, of them 
unto the greatest of them.” Now 
whit is it to “know me”, (God)? 
Jesus said, “And this is life eternal, 
that they might krow thee.” So 
then all are finally to recognize and 
express eternal Iife. 

Sometimes the process of destroy- 
ing'sin and disease in the stubborn. 
ness and aolf-will of mortals may 
not’ be a pleasant experience, but 
there is'no question as to the final 
outcome. In speaking of this ex- 
perience Paul told the Corinthians, 
“Tf any man’s work shall be burned, 
he shall suffer loss; but he himself 
shall be saved; yet so as by. fire.”

Much that I have told you about 
salvation will receive assent from 
thase ‘who do net yet know of 
Christian Science, and who do not 
realize that the healing of sin, dis- 
ease and all mortal discord is in- 
separably linked with true salvation 
—indead this healing constitutes 
the proof and aysurance that we are 
working out our problem along cor- 
rect lines. Jf one is In doubt as to 
the soundness of his, spiritual con- 
victions all that is necessary is to 
ascertain what the Master declared 
upon this subject in his final ins- 
tructions to his disciples, as record- 
ed in the sixteenth chapter of Mark, 
Jesus said to them when spegking 
of the healing of:sin and disease, 
“And these signs shall follow: them 
that believe.” Please note that he 
did, not say that these signs might 
follow, or may follow, or occaston- 
ally follow, but that these signs 
ahall follow, imperatively, definitely 
and unequivocally, These signs 


are to follow them that believe.| 


Now ia it not logical that if such 
signs db not follow religious belief 
thit there must be something indde- 
quate br incomplete about such be- 
Nef? 

Thig ‘measure of proof established 
by the Master is supplemented by a 
vigorous declaration of James, who 
anid, "Even sb ‘faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, tejng ‘alone. 4... 
Shéw me thy faith ‘without 
works, and I will shew, thee my faith 
by my works.” . : . 

Having convinced ourselves that 
not only does the Bible indicate the 
possibility of healing through pray- 
er, we find that, it actually de- 
mands it as ‘4 proof that we under- 
staid the teachings of the Master. 
At this juncture aome of you. may 
be recalling a few of the stock argu- 
ments of those who do not under: 
stahd Christian Sctence. First, 
that the tenvhing of Jesus regard: 
ing healing concerned only. hia Ini 
mediate disciples and then that the 
a¥e of miracles is passed. : 

"These mistakes ard iistintly dis- 
pelled by the command given the 
tiseiples by Jesus in the last chap- 
ter of Matthew, “Go ye therefore, 
and teach ‘qll nations, baptlaing 
them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Safi, and of the 
Holy Ghost; teaching,,them to ob- 
serve all things (mark this ‘all 
things'!)’ whatsoever I have com: 
manded you” Inasmuch 43 his 
command fo ‘his disciples was to 
preach the gospel, axid ‘heal the sick 
it is evident tat all nations are to 
do likewise. 

. Righteousness ~ : 

Do [ hear the question, “If all 
Christians are expected to possess 
thé healing ability how is it to be 
obtained?” In speaking of this 
hédling by prayer, Jamés exhorts us 
to’ “pray one for another, that yé 
may be healed. The effectual fer- 
vent prayer of a ‘righteous man 
availéth much.” You will observe 
that it is righteous prayer that js 
to avail or accomplish the, healing. 

A brief analysis of the term 
Irightebus will be very helpful in 
this connection. T irning to Skeat’s 
Etymological Dictionary we find 
thé word righteous‘is shown as 


coming from the Anglo-Saxon word |. 
“rihtwis,” that is, wise as to what |” 


is right—A. S. “riht, right;. wis, 
wise.” In other words, righteous 
simply means knowledge of. that 
which is:wise or true; and you will 
recall that the Master said, “Yo: 
shall know the truth, and the truth 
shall make you free.” It is clearly 
evident from this analysis that the, 
prayer which is capable of healing 
the sick must be the prayer of apirl- 
tual understanding, ‘and this is 
exactly the definition of prayer 
given by Mrs. Eddy. In substance 
she defines thé prayer that destroys 
sin ond didease as spiritual under.

Different A Attitudes 
Towards the Rules 


(By Harry Vandon] 


There can be no doubt that ‘a con- 
siderable difference ‘exists in the 
interpretation which American and 
British golfers place upon certain 
of the .rules, It fa just as em- 
phatic as the breach which has 
arisen between the governing bodies 
of the two'countries concerning the 
standard ball, steel-shafted clubs, 
and one or two other matters, 

A glaring example presented it- 
self when Walter Hagen gained the 
second of his Open-Champtonship 
victories on the Royal Liverpool 
Hinks at Hoylake in 1924. ‘At ono 
hole where he was in the rough 
Hagen carefully set back with his 
hands the strands of long grass 
which more or lesa entangled his 
ball, It was all done so openly and 
methodically, wlth a big crowd 
watching, that nobody could doubt 
the sincerity of his bellef that he 
had the right to act in this way. 

The marker (being merely a 
marker, and not a referee) report- 
ed the incident at the finish of the 
round, and left the Championship 
Committee to deal with it. In the 
international amity 
they. decided to ignore it, In the 
same cause very little public com- 
ment was made upon it. 

I daresay there would have been 
a great to-do in America if Hagen 
had been penalised two strokes for 
his Innocent transgression. In 
point of fact, such a retribution 
would have relegated him to second 
place (calculating on the basis of 
the complete scores for . four 
rounds), a straka behind a Briton 
in the person of Ernest Whit- 
combe.

Moreover, Hagen went on solemnly 
moving back the long grass until he 
felt satisfied with the situation, It 
was a simple manifestation of an 
American professional’s misinter- 
pretation of the law. 


Free-and-Easy 


Henry Colton, the youthful Bri- 
tish player who engaged in the suc- 
cession of tournaments in Cali- 
fornia,’ Texas, and Florida’ last 
winter by way of golfing education, 
confessed himself frankly astonish- 
ed by the easy-going attitude of the 
American professionals towards 
rules which here, are respected as 
rigorously as the laws regarding 
erlme. 


He sald, for instance, that the 
competitors in tournaments there 
pay no heed to the regulation which 
declares that a player shall not re- 
ceive advice, except from his caddie. 
The penalty for a breach of this 
rule fa loss of -hole in a match, or 
disqualification in a medal round. 
All the big avants in the Southern 
States are medal competitions, and 
Cotton remarked that the players 
ask one another what club to take, 
how to actomplish the shot, and 
anything else that might help; and 
do it so openly as to indicate that 
they view the law on' the subject as 
a dead letter. 


Another of Cotton's partners 
who was in the running for first 
place in a tournament missed the 
green with an approach shot, so he 
put down another ball, and was suc- 
cessful with’ that. 

Extending the Licence 


It igs all. fearful and wonderful. 
Very likely the American profes- 
sionals regard the old-fashioned 
rules of golf pretty much as. we 
contemplate the monumental re- 
strictions set up by D.O.R.A. and 
find a boyish delight in ignoring 
them when thelr .violation seema 
to cause no particular harm. 

After all, the nation which aczepts 
Prohibition as the law. of the land 
and excels in alcoholic hospitality 
would be untrue to itself if It’ 
worried abdut such pettifogging 
trifles as golf rules. Still, the 
Americans as a people most cer- 
tainly have a very fine con- 
ception of the spirit of the 
game—a wonderfully fine concep- 
tion, remembering that they have 
been inoculated of it and not born 
to it. 

The difference is that we play 
golf for private recreation in Some- 
thing of this spirit, but observe the 
rulés’ strictly in. competitions, 
whereas the Americans hand on 
the torch of good-natured licence 
to their gladiators.

CIRCUS TRAGEDY 


' Acquittal of the 
Proprietor 


Mr. J. Carson, proprietor of an 
American Circus, who is well known 
in the East, waa acquitted by Mr. 
T. J. Y, Roxburgh, Chief Presidency 
magistrate in Calcutta, in connec- 
tion with a charge of causing death 
by a rash and negligent act. 


! The hearing lasted only a tew 


»minutes, Inspector, R. N. Gupta 
being the only witness. Inspector 
Gupta stated that he attended a pers 
formance of the circus when a man 


‘named Vaiju Nepali was fatally 


shot. He witnossed Carson's shoot- 
ing performance but was not aware 
‘till later that anything untoward 
had happened, 

Describing the act, the inspector 
said that a lady wearing a head- 
dress, on which several glass-bulbs 
were fitted, stood in the centre of 
the ring. Behind her was a steol- 
plate and behind this was a screen. 
A second screen was also placed in 
position 6 feet away from the first 
one and the entrances on cither.aide 
of the enclosed Space were again 
screened off. 

Witness sald that from inquiries 
made by him he‘ ascertained that

It was the mission of 
Jesus to make this fact appear in 
the first century and it ia the mis- 
sion of Christian Science to make it 
appear to-day, Truth is eternal 
and ever present; it only requires 
discernment to make it available.

The Bible 

Christian Science is wholly based 
on the Bible—the Bible of our fore- 
fathers, and Mra.
